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EXPATRIATION AND NATURALISATION., 


WHEN, some time since, a brief sentence was transmitted 
through the Atlantic cable stating that to other disquieting 
questions of difference between England and the United States, 
the President, in his Message to Congress, was about to add 
one more, by recommending a revision and amendment of the 
laws relating to naturalised citizens of the Union, the first 
impression it made on the public mind in this country was 
that of apprehension bordering upon alarm, It was very 
commonly interpreted as an indication that political 
parties in America could only hope to adjust the balance 
between one another by eagerly pushing into the front 
whatever proposals they could rake up calculated to 
infuse an irritant into the relations between the two 
Governments, Were we to accept noisy demonstrations 
as fair tests of American feeling, we might have been forced 
into the conclusion that an international rupture would soon 
become unavoidable, The public meetings which were held 
on thesubject of naturalisation, the fire-eating speeches which 
were deliverc? at them evoked thunders of

It was observable, however, 
that the paragiaph in the President’s Message which called 
attention to the question was i, culm, and reasonable, 
and that it made no direct allusion tothis country. It cannot 
we think, be denied that the spirit in which the new Trans- 
atlantic movement was met by the leading journals of Great 
Britain was dispassionate and conciliatory. And from the 
scope of the bill submitted to the House of Bepresentatives 
by General Banks, and the tone of the discussion which fol- 
lowed its introduction, we are warranted in inferring that 
the matter, instead of being used as a bone of contention, is 
really one that required careful consideration, and that the 
interests of both nations, and, we may add, of all civilised 
States, are concerned in placing the entire question, or rather 
the class of questions, involved upon a broad, firm, business- 
like and rational basis, 

General Banks's bill can, of course, only lay down regula- 
tions which shall apply to naturalised citizens in the United 
States. Congress has no authority to create a jurisdiction to 
te necessarily recognised by foreign Governments, It is only 
ecmpetent to decide what shall be law in America, and thus 
provide a basis on which diplomacy may erect an international 
fabric. It may, as indeed it has sought to do, insist upon 
the general principle that “a naturalised citizen has ex- 
actly the same rights in foreign countries as a native-born 
citizen ;"’ but, inasmuch as the principle, in its abstract 
and unlimited form, carries with it inconveniences as well 
as advantages, it is inevitable that any attempt to reduce it 
into that of actual legislation must hedge it round with ex- 
ceptions, and so, even in spite of hostile intentions, bring the 
measure within bounds of safety, General Banks's committee, 
by whom his bill was framed, proposed the following excep- 
tions to the general principles alluded to :—“ Provided always 
that no citizen, native-born or naturalised, who is guilty of 
crime against the laws of any foreign State, committed within 
its jurisdiction ; or of desertion from actual service in the 
army or navy of such State; or who shall have acquired 
naturalisation by misrepresentation or frand; or who, as to 
residence or otherwise, by treason or other crime against the 
United States, shall have forfeited, or who shall have re- 
nounced, his rights as a naturalised citizen, shall be entitled 
to the protection contemplated by this Act.” Then, again, 
any naturalised citizen returning to his native country and 
residing there continuously for a year, or establishing himself 
in any business which denotes an intention to resume a per- 
manent residence, or enlisting in the naval or military service 
of a foreign State, thereby deprives himself of the benefit of 
the Act, The bill proposes—and this, probably, is intended 
to serve as the sting of the measure—to empower the Pre- 
sident to imprison, by way of indemnity and reprisal, subjects 
of any Government which may arrest a naturalised citizen of 
the United States upon an allegation of indefeasible allegiance, 
or which may detain for an unreasonable time a native-born 
citizen “ without charge of crime committed within the juris- 
diction of that State,” 

We have referred exclusively to this bill not because we 
assume that it will pass, but because its provisions illustrate 
the difficulty of practically dealing with the question from 
one side of it only, At the same time it should be borne in 
mind that the common-law doctrine of indefeasible alle- 
giance—a tradition from feudal times—although, perhaps, 
generally allowed to lie dormant, is one which the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States have good reason 
to challenge, Some millions of their population, emi- 
grants from the United Kingdom and from Germany, 
are placed by that doctrine in a position of grave 
embarrassment, If their allegiance may still be claimed 
by the country of their birth, and is not dissolved 
by naturalisation, it follows that in the event of war 
between England and America, it would be open to the former 
to treat them, when taken in arms, as rebels against her 
Majesty’s authority; and where, as in Prussia, the con- 
ecription obtains, no naturalised Prussian on a visit from 
the United States to his native home can plead exemption 
from enforced military service should he chance to be included 
in the conscription class. It is not to be reasonably expected 
that tke great Transatlantic Republic should aquiesce in this 
weakening of its belligerent power by the mere force of an 
Old- World maxim which has long ceased to have any relevance 

to the actual state and circcynstances of modern society, or in 


abridging for more than half its citizens the freedom of 
locomotion wherever their affairs may carry them, 

Probably the real and urgent reason for recommending the 
question of naturalisation to the action of Congress was sup- 
plied to the President by the practice of Prussia, recently 
extended over the whole of the North German Confederation, 
which rendered it unsafe for German emigrants to revisit the 
land of their birth for any temporary purpose ; but, we fear, 
all parties are but too anxious to bid for the Irish vote by 
assigning as the principal motive for stirring in this matter 
the arrest and detention, during the suspension of the 
Habeas Corpus Act in Ireland, of several of the Fenian 
chiefs, It is this, and this only, which gives an aspect 
of needless defiance to the treatment of the subject on 
the other side of the ocean; and it may be well for 
us on this side to refrain from opposing a show of political 
unfriendliness by official hauteur, or by national im- 
patience, We have but to take care that, on our part at least, 
right is done, and done in good temper; that concession is 
cheerfully made where concession is, on its own account, 
proper ; and that firmness is exhibited where justice and in- 
ternational expediency concur in demanding that a stand 
should be made, It would be a great mistake to suppose that 
the American people are inclined to rush into hostilities with 
England for the purpose of applying their doctrine of “ pro- 
tection to her citizens abroad,” for the rescue from imprison- 
ment of Warren, Nagle, Halpin, and other Fenians, con- 
victed of treason-felony on evidence corroborated by 
acts done by them on American soil, “Let anybody who 
doubts the existence of this stable common-sense in America,” 
says the New York Times, “look around him, We are selling 
our surplus navy, not augmenting it; reducing instead of 
recruiting our army ; adjusting our finances to ‘a peace basis,’ 
In private life we find no business stopped for fear of war, 
and no personal affairs arranged with reference to it. The 
truth is that we cannot bring our minds to believe that 
diplomats could so blunder as to lead the two nations into 
war, nor that England,. with her present surroundings, will 
be so foolhardy as to close the door to peace,” It is in this 
pacific spirit that the question of naturalisation, we can- 
not doubt, -vill be ultimately dealt with on both sides ; 
and, if so, no» insurmountable obstacle to its permanent 
settlement is likely to present itself, The correspondent 
of the London Zimes, “ Historicus,” suggests that, as all 
nations are interested alike in this and cognate subjects, the 
representatives of the prineipal Powers might do well to meet 
together in conference to discuss and settle—1, Naturalisa- 
tion; 2, Expatriation ; 3, Criminal Jurisdiction over Aliens ; 
4, Extradition, They are all matters in which it is desirable 
that there should be a common rule, The idea is well worth 
serious consideration, Let us hope that some statesman wi!l 
rise so far above the habits of routine as to make a serious 
effort to give effect to the suggestion.

FENIANISM, 


THE case against the alleged Fenians who have from time to time 
been brought before Sir Thomas Henry, at Bow-street, was com- 
pleted on Tuesday; but the prisoners were again remanded, with 
the exception of Allen, who appears to have been in communication 
with the police before the explosion at Clerkenwell, This man was 
discharged, but he was immediately re-arrested as one of the persons 
againet whom the Coroner's jury returned a verdict of wilful murder, 

It was stated in a portion of our issue of last week that Patrick 
Lennon, who had been found guilty of treason-felony at the Dablin 
Assi was yesterday week sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servi- 
tude. Baron Deon, in pronouncing sentence, said he agreed, as did 
also Mr, Justice Fitagerald, in the propriety of Lennon's acquittal on 
the charge of shooting at with intent to kill, But he had no doubt 
that the conviction on a charge of treason-feloay was equally proper. 
Thecharge had been brought home to him by overwhelming evidence, 
Lennon, after being sentenced, was identified by three non-commis- 
sioned officers of the 12th Lancers as a man who had been in their 
regiment, from which he deserted at Aldershott in 1862, and the 
convict admitted that this was so. On Monday Mr. A. M. Sallivan, 

roprietor of the Weekly Press, and on Wednesday Mr. Richard 
ot, proprietor of the Jrishman, were found guilty of having 
published seditious libels.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Feb. 20. 

THE debate on the new press bill is proceeding day by day in the 
Corps Législatif, and appears to grow more lively as it progresses, 
The discnssion on Thursday week commenced with the consider- 
ation of article 14, which permits the provisional execution of a 
decree suppressing a journal, notwithstanding notice of appeal may 
have been given. To this there were two amendments demanding 
the omission of the article, M. Riondel opened the debate by 
opposing the article ; it was his maiden speech, and he was warmly 
applauded on all sides. M.Nogent Saint-Laurent, the reporter of 
the bill, spoke next ; he admitted the article to be an innovation, 
but thought that the Chamber ought to adopt it in order to prevent 
undue delay in the proceedings of justice. Up to this point the 
debate went on very quietly, but M. Picard rose to speak, and some- 
thing like a scene occurred. He spoke very strongly against the 
article, and declared that there existed no avowable reason for the 
provisional execution proposed. M, Jules Favre here exclaimed, 
“No honest reason” (Noise). The President requested M. Jules 
Favre not to interrupt, and declared that Picard could 
get on v well without his help. This was received with 
approving laughter, which became universal on M, Picard’s 
thanking M. Jules Favre for his assistance, and stating that 
he should feel intimidated without it. During the uproar caused by 
this remark, M. Baroche, Minister of Justice, ascended the tribune 
to demand an explanation of M, Jules Favre. He was constantly 
interrupted during his speech, and it required great exertion on the 
pens of the President to obtain him a fair hearing at all. He de- 
ended the article by quoting examples of journals which had 
appeared for six weeks after being suppressed, through taking 
advantage of the delays afforded by law. He also argued that 
journals might be started in order to influence the elections, and that 
it would be impossible to suppress them, as the law now stood, until 
the election was over, This remark naturally caused considerable 
excitement among the members of the Opposition, and M, Segris 
took advantage of it to propose that the article should be referred 
back to the Committee in order to be amended, This was eventually 
agreed to; and article 15, releasing printers and booksellers from 
the necessity of obtaining licenses, was next taken into consider- 
ation. A leng debate took place on this article; it was 
— by - Nogent Saint-Laurent, who, on the part 
of the Committee, asked the Chamber to defer the consider- 
ation of the article until the Government had made inquiries 
as to how far the adoption of the article would interfere with the 
rights of Pa. After a discussion, in which the principal 
members of the Government and Opposition took part, this course 
was adopted. Three identical amendavente to this article, to the 
effect that the author, editor, and printer should not be prosecated 
for the same offence, were now discussed, M, Jules Simon, who had 
signed one of them, opened the debate, and, in a very powerful 
speech, showed the absurdity of prosecuting three men for one 
offence, for which, in reality, only man was responsible. He espe- 
cially defended the printer. M. Jolibois, Conseiller d’Etat, was pat 
forward by the Government to answer this attack, and acquitted 
himeelf with indifferent success, M. Guérolt, who followed him, 
overthrew his arguments most completely, and quoted numerous ap- 
gg instances of the injustice caused by the present state of the 
aw. None of the amendments, however, was adopted. 

Yesterday week the discussion was resumed, and an additional 
clause es in article 15, to the effect that during five years 
from the promulgation of the present law every person who 
established a printing office or opened a bookseller’s shop 
should pay a fixed sum of money to the Treasury which should 
indemnify the printers at present possessing licenses for the with- 
drawal of the same, After some short observations fron MM, 
Pelletan and Rouher, this proposition was withdrawn, Article 16, 
referring to the pecuniary penalties imposed by the bill, was sent 
back to the Committee for further consideration. When article 17 
and last, declaring that provisions contrary to the present law were 
abrogated, was brought forward, M. Berryer —— an additional 
paragraph on article 10 (as had been previously arranged), enacting 
that each year, when the law courts resumed their sittings, the 
rotation of the various Judges should be determined by lot. M. 
Baroche, while opposing this amendment, was constantly inter- 
rupted by the Left or Opposition members, and during his speech 
engaged in a personal altercation with M. Berryer. He was defend- 
ing the im jality of the French Bench, when M. Berryer 
interrupted him by observing that he had shown his respect 
for the Judges by not mentioning the recompenses they re- 
ceived for the special services required of them by the Govern- 
ment, M, Baroche begged him to explain. He then, without 
giving names, quoted numerous instances in which the advance- 
ment of Judges who had been in the habit of presiding over press 
trials had been very rapid. M. Baroche insinuated that this state- 
ment had no foundation in fact, when one of the members proposed 
to give the names, The Minister continued his speech, aad M. 
Pelletan, persisting in interrupting him, was called to order by the 
President, after he had made an observation which appeared very 
much like offering a personal inault to the latter. The amendment 
was defeated, ond, the debate soon afterwards adjourned. 

Last Saturday an amendment tending to allow, in cases of 
defamation against public functionaries, proofs of the allegations 
to be produced on the trials, was brought forward and considered, 
Vicomte Lanjuinais made a very sensible speech in its favour, and 
quoted many petty acts of injustice committed by public officers 
without their being made amenable to the law. . Berryer moved 
an addition to the amendment, proposing to allow public criticism 
on the acts of the directors of the at joint-stock finance com- 
panies. M. Pinard, Minister of the Interior, considered the amend- 
ment altogether un , as the Council of State would give per- 
mission for public functionaries to" be prosecuted on application 
being made to it. M, Jules Favre supported the amendment; and, 
in reply to certain remarks which had been made, maintained that 
his party defended the press because its cause was that of liberty, 
right, and justice, M., Rouherreplied to the last speaker; and, after 
a few words from M. Thiers, who declared that greater liberty in 
discussion was allowed to the Ministers than to the Opposition, the 
amendment was put to the vote and lost. 

On Monday an amendment designed to prevent the exclusive 
publication of judicial advertisements in official papers was taken 
into consideration, MM. Maurice-Richard and Jolibois spoke on 
the question ; but the —_ of the day was delivered b . Jules 
Brame, who compared the Government, in its dealings with the press, 
to a man who kissed and fondled one of his children while he beat his 
wife and all his others.

The New York papers contain accounts of the presentation of Mr. 
Thornton, the new British Minister to the United States, to President 
Johnson by Mr, Seward, on the 7th inst., as announced in our last 
Number. In his address to the President, Mr. Thornton communi- 
cated the assurance of the Queen’s friendship towards the country 
over which Mr, Johnson soworthily presided. Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment felt deeply ful for the qresty shown by America on 
account of Sir F ick Bruce. Mr, Thornton concluded by declaring 
that it would be his endeavour to strengthen the friendship between 
the two countries. President Johnson replied that the Queen more 
than any other Sovereign enjoyed the respect and the nie ory A of 
the American people. Her Majesty's kind mess enco ed him 
to hope for a speedy adjustment of the ——- ifferences between 
the two Governments, Sir Frederick Bruce had won the respect and 
friendship of this Government and nation, and the same consideration 
and confidence would be extended to Mr. Thornton.

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 

A despatch from Annesley Bay of the 2nd inst. mentions a report 
that King Theodore was at Magdala. All the captives were there 
also. About a fortnight age it was stated that the Viceroy of 
Egypt had decided to recall the 5000 troops which he had dispatched 
to Abyssinia, and, indeed, that the larger portion had begun to 
retrace their steps. It is now alleged that the ptian troops are 
pushing forward without the concurrence of the British authorities,

on the ist inst. as follows :—“ The British troops yesterday occupied 
Addigraht, The Deral and Talanta peasantry are reported to have 
submitted to Theodore.” . 

A despatch from Bombay, dated Jan, 29, states that nearly thirty 
veseels had left Bombay for oy during the last fortnight with 
troops and animals and the third brigade field force. Great and 
successful exertions had been made by the Bombay commissariat to 
meet the requisitions of the Commander-in-Chief for more animals 
and stores,

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Our hope that the House of Commons would be asked at 
once to apply itself to work in earnest has been fulfilled in a 
way which is creditable to the leaders of that Assembly. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer lost no time in introducing 
a Bribery Bill, which may be ill-fated, but which redeems an 
engegement, We have also bad a Public Schools Bill, a bill 
for continuing the repreesive system in Ireland, and the 
Scottieh Beform Bill, Mr, Gladstone has introduced a 
church-rate measure, which is approved in principle, and 
several minor bills have been laid before the House. 

Mr, Disraeli owned that he had been subject to mortifica- 
tion and disappointment in regard to the Bribery Bill. In 


accordance with the recommendationsof the Select Committee, 
he had caused his measure to provide taat election petitions 





should be tried before the Judges ; but, on submitting the bill 
to those learned personages for suggestions as to detail, he 
was met by a strong protest against the principle of the pro- 
posal, The Judges, through Sir A, Cockburn, stated their 
opinion that the plan was unconstitutional, and that the 
bringing political quarrels to them for decision would tend 
to depreciate the Bench in the*eyes of the nation. They 
did not consider that they could undertake the new work 
consistently with their oaths and their duty to the Queen. 
The Government yielded to this remonstrance, though Mr. 
Lowe advised another form of treatment, and thought that 
the Judges should be compelled either to accept the tasks 
imposed by Parliament or to vacate their seats. Of course, 
there is plausibility in the view taken by the Judges, and there 
is eloquence in their reticence. We do not care to remember 
whether any of the present dccupants of the Judicial Bench 
have ever been, when pushing their way upwards, mixed in 
any questionable election proceedings, But it is clear that 
some legal gentleman who intends to make a fight at the 
next general election may use illegal means to win it, and 
may hereafter become a Judge, in which case, had the original 
proposal been carried out, he might have to doom some other 
legal gentleman for “arts that caused himself to rise;” and 
the situation would be undesirable, We do not care to ask, 
either, whether the Judges, being practical men of the world, 
took a clearer view of the bribery question than it is con- 
ventional to take in the House of Commons, It was not 
necessary for fir A. Cockburn and his brethren to affect to 
regard that as a crime which a large number of electors of 
the higher class and all the electors of the lower class con- 
sider wrong only if it is performed awkwardly and is found 
out, But it was not for the Judges to say in terms that public 
opinion was not yet prepared to see men placed in the criminal 
deck for the offence in question, The remonstrance is some- 
what more obscurely phrased than it would have been had 
plainness of speech been desired. Government yielded, and 
devised another scheme, which was to constitute a new 
tribunal of three able lawyers, with good salaries, to decide 
election petitions and to be a court of appeal from the 
revising barristers, 

Then we had an edifying spectacle, and a proof of the 
exceeding earnestness of the House of Commons about pre- 
venting bribery. Whether the country were prepared 
for the plan or not, there is no doubt that a young and 
vigorous tribunal, eager to show how well it worked, 
would have done its work “ roundly.” The new broom would 
have swept uncommonly clean for a bit, and what Mr. 
Ayrton calls the impure minds of election agents would have 
been subject to adetergent procese which would have astonished 
those minds, But scarcely had Mr, Disraeli finished when he 
was fired into by batteries suddenly flang up on all sides, It 
was a little Sebastopol business, a small few d'enfer in its way. 
Mr, Gladstone seems to have found amusement in counting 
the rounds, About twenty gentlemen, some of weight and 
experience, he reminded the Ghancellor of the Exchequer, had 
declared against parting with the privileges and powers and 
jurisdiction of the House to any but the highest tribunal. 
Men of all parties joined in the protest, Mr, Gladstone 
reserved his judgment. Mr, Bright was consistent with 
himself and his oft-recorded views. He indeed opposed 
the measure as humiliating; but he was for preventing 
bribery by means of large constituencies and the ballot. 
Other members had no such arguments; but they harped 
upon the rights of the House with laudable jealousy. It is 
satisfactory to see the House of Commons asserting itself and 
ite independence in any degree, after the remarkable perform- 
ances of the year 1867, but we could wish that it had had 
the good luck to be able to make the display in reference 
to another subject, However, the bill has been met in the 
most discouraging manner, and it is most probable that it will 
not be among the successes of the Earl of Derby's Ministry. 

The Scotch Reform Bill proposes to alter the mystic 
numter of the House of Commons, and to bring in 
seven new members—two for Universities; three for 
the counties of Ayr, Lanark, and Aberdeen; a “tri- 
angular" member for Glasgow; and a member for 
a group of boroughs not far from that city, All 
householders in boroughs are to have the franchise, and iu 
countics a £12 rateable value, or a £5 ownership qualifies for 
voting. There is no redistribution of any kind. Several 
Scottish members spoke bitterly against the measure, and Mr. 
Laing supported it ; but a debate on the first night of the in- 
troduction of a measure of importance, which includes detail, 
is generally evasive and unprofitable; and it might not be 
amiss did members of Parliament borrow on such occasions a 
hint from members of our own profession, and say that they 
will defer a notice of so important a work until after a second 
examination, Mr, Disraeli answered certain references to a 
reformed Parliament by advice to the Scotch members to 
eschew jack o’lanterns, and take what they could get; but 
we have no right derived from precedent to suppose that if 
alterations in the measure should be demanded with due 
emphasis he will show unmalleability. 

Churchmen will, perhaps, be most interested in knowing 
that Mr. Gladstone has brought in a bill for the abolition of 
the church rate as an involuntary impost. Certainly, if the 
institution were to die, no gentler executioner could be found 
than Mr, Gladstone, In fact, he will not allow the rate to 
die, or to be talked of as dead. Only nobody is to pay it 
vnless he shows so very strong a desire to do so as is mani- 
fested by voting for it, and undertaking to pay it if carried. 
Dissenters are not to be labelled as such—at the moment when 
the Wesleyans are being reminded that they are Ohurchmen 





innearly all but name, such labelling would be ungracious— 
but they are to know nothing about tho rate, unless they, 
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reverencing the old church in which their parents were 
wedded, or liking the clergyman in spite of his ordination, 
choose to come to the vestry and set down their names. In 
what milder, softer manner could the spirit of the rate pass 
away? Mr, Gladstone comes like Iris, in many-coloured light, 
Dextra crinem secat. Omnis et una 
Dilapsus calor, atque in ventos vita recesait. 
Yet Mr, Henley and Mr, Newdegate repine, though Viscount 
Cranbourne sees opportunity for another Conservative sur- 
render, He thinks that a new Parliament will deal much 
more coarsely with the subject, We think so too, if the 
new Parliament is to be returned by men of the principles of 
the Reform League, which on Wednesday carried a resolution 
for the abolition of the Church in Ireland without any regard 
to vested interests, The indignant protest of the president, 
Mr, Beales, against this violation of the rights of property 
had no avail with this revolutionary tribunal; the Irish 
clergy were called “thieves and robbers,” and a pleasing 
foretaste was given of what may be expected from Jacobins. 
By all means, we should say, accept Mr, Gladstone's anzathetic,

It appeared as if from the first he was 
conscious of an inevitable fiasco as regarded the measure; and 
when he came to tell how Ju had checkmated him in 
the principal and pivot provision of the bill, his overwhelming 
politeness to that learned body, was the fection of sarcasm, One 
could not but fancy that in settin ut to transfer the judicial 
powers of the House to an outside tribunal, Mr, Disraeli felt secretly 
what Mr. Bright expressed ovenly—namely, that by even hinting 
at such a ition the House was decidedly damaging itself in

° On Monday the impartial, the universal anxiety with regard to 
the health of Lord Derby caused more fulness in the lobby than in 
the House. The absence of Lord Stanley was accepted as the 
strongest significance of the worst; and, if the perceptions of a mere 
looker-on may be trusted, there were indications, even on the Liberal 
side, of a desire that a crisis which would have been inevitable in 
case of Lord Derby’s loss might yet be averted. It was not surprising 
under the circumstances that scarcely any English members were pre- 
sent when the Scotch Reform Bill came on ; and, indeed, it is just 
doubtfal whether the Scottish representatives were in fall session.

The Lord Advocate, in asking leave to introduce a bill to amend 
the representation of the people in Scotland, explained that he had

The Governor’s Daughter, By H. Sutherland Edwards, (Tinsley.)

The book is of an un- 
common order—style, incidents, characters, names are all uncommon. 
The writer's manner is strikingly French: what he has written is 
pointed end epigrammatic, and enlivened by a perpetual gleam of 
wit.

humour. The author seems to have either an unconquersble 
objecticn to or a natural incapacity for carcying out to the end 
either a serious strain or a tragic situation; and it seems to be 
almoet a necessary consequence that he should take a less firm hold 
than he might otherwise take of his reader's attention. 

Jcanmie’s Quiet Life. By the Author of “St. Olave’s. (Hurst and 
Blackett.) This is such a three-volume novel as is seldom met with 
in these days of high-pressure, hurry-scurry, careless composition, 
ad straining after effect. It appears to be in every respect a con- 
scientious y" of workmanship ; it is written in excellent style and 
taste, and its diction is pemere f . It will give satis- 
faction to all who will be conten th carefully-studied and well- 
sketched character, easy and elegant writing, quiet humour, and 
commonplace incident : all who seek after “ rousering” will consider 
it uninteresting. And to be pronounced eninteresting is too often 
the fate cf thoee who are full of true grace and free from meretricious 
arts.

In Londen the births of 1238 boys and 1114 girls—in all 2352 
children—were registered in the w In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years 1858-67 the average number, co: for increase 
of population, is 2236. 

‘lhe deaths registered in London during the week were 1307, 
It was the ~~ + week of. the year ; and the average number of 
éeaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1519, The ceaths in the present return are less by 212 than 
the estimated number. 

The deaths frcm zymotic diseases were 260, the corrected average 
number being 310. Twenty-six deaths from smallpox, 19 from 
measles, 36 fromscarlatina, 10 from diphtheria, 61 from whooping- 
cough, 36 from fever, and 10 from diarrhoea were registered. One 
hundred and seventy-one deaths occurred from ph 140 from 
brorchitis, 58 from pneumonia, and 65 from diseases of the heart.

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EDUCATION, 


A CONFERENCE of schoolmasters and other parties 
interested in the cause of the edacation of the 
people took place, last Saturday, at the rooms of 
the Sccial Science Association, when Mr. Edwin 
Chadwick, C.B., delivered an address upon the 


question, He showed that the general success of 
any system must depend on the method of instruc- 
tion adopted under it, and upon the administrative 
organisatién employed to secure the general appli- 
cation of those methods, the best results being at- 
tainable only by means of the best methods. Mr. 
Chadwick concluded his address by moving @ 
series of resolutions affirmative of the propositions 
which he therein enumerated, and these gave rise 
toa long discussion, in the course of w the 
Revised Ccde and denominational inspection were 
both warmly denounced and vigorously defended, 

A preliminary conference on the subject of 
technical education was held, at the offices of the 
Working Men’s Club and Institute Union, Strand, 
yesterday week—the Earl of Lichfield in the chair, 
At the request of the chairman, Mr, C, Symons 
moved a resolution, averring that the question of 
techvical education of British workmen demands 
the attention of all classes, bot that no action on 
the subject could be complete which does not em- 
body the opinion of the working classes themselves, 
aud which is not based upon the special informa: 
tion which they alone can give. Other resolutions 
were also agreed to with the object of giving effect 
to this view of the question. 

The West Suffolk Chamber of Agriculture = 
euseed, at Bury St. Edmunds, on Wednesday week 
the question of the education of the working clas: 2e3 
in the rural districts, Mr, Hunter Rodwell moved 
that this meoting recognises the importance of 
securing efficient means of education for the work- 
ing classes in the rural districts, but considers that 
any legislative interference is uncalled for with a 
view to render such education compulsory. After 
a long discussion the motion was adopted by a 
large majority; but the further Sansideration of 
the whole question was deferred to future meet- 
ing, as was also a resolution introduced by Lord 
Augustus Hervey, M.P., condemnatory of any edu- 
cation of a a secular character. 

A paper on the subject of technical education 
was read, on Monaag evening, by Mr. J. Scott 
Russell, and discussed at a meeting of the education 
department of the Social Science Association. Mr, 
B, Samuelsen, M.P., took the chair. 

Earl Fortescue attended a —- the North 
Devon farmers yesterday week at Barnstaple, the 
subject discussed being compulsory education. His 
Lordship said that he considered the recent Act 
for the extension of the franchise was a rash one, 
and Parliament would do well in not committing 
another rash act in widely extending the State 
support of education. He moved a resolution to 
the effect that any system of general compulsory 
education at the cost of the community at large 
would be unjust to the ratepayer, as it would 
compel him to educate his neighbour's children as 
well as his own, and likewise that such a plan 
would be demoralising to the childrea and parents, 
This was seconded by Mr, George Langdon. The 
Rev. Prebendary Brereton, of Norfolk, also took 
part in the discussion, reading a paperon “ Learning 
and Earning.” He deprecated the system of com- 
pulsory education at the Stateexpense, The motion 
against the compulsory principle was carried.

SIR DAVID BREWSTER, 


Tue death of Sir David. Brewster 
was recorded last week. This emi- 
nent philosopher was born a 
Jedb on Dec, 11, 1781. His 
father, who was Rector of the 
ammar school there, 
fim, with his three brothers, for 
the ministry ; he was accordingly 
sent to the University of Edin- 
burgh and —_ ad < 
veral sessions, He passed 0, 
the theological classes and took a 
license as a preacher of the Church 
of Scotland; but he was more 
strongly attracted towards the 
study of ‘science and the observa- 
tion of natural phenomena, The 
inclination of his mind in this 
direction was increased by the 
delicate condition of his health, 
which led him to fear that he 
might not be able to sustain the 
severe fatigues incidental to 
ministerial duty. He resolved to 
turn completely te the it of 
science as his aim in life, and de- 
clined a mtation offered him 
by the e of Roxburghe, He 
received the honorary of 
M.A. in 1800. While at the 
University of Edinburgh, he 
enjoyed the acquaintance and 
assistance, in his  acientific 
studies, of Robinson, the Professor 
of Natural Philosophy, and of 
Playfair and Dugald Stewart, He 
had already so far improved uw 
the instructions he received that 
in examining Newton’s theory of 


surfaces of bodies on the “ inflec- 
tion” or change of direction of 
the rays of light, which had been 
formerly accepted as a conse- 

uence of the nature of the bodies 
themselves. He now devoted him- 
self principally to the science of 
optics, in which he was destined 
to attain the highest reputation.

The invention, or adap- 
tation of Buffon’s invention, ex- 
cited a good deal of interest at the 
time, as it promised to lead to an 
improvement in the illumination 
of our lighthouses and the safe 
conduct of our coast navigation; 
but it was not then practicall 
taken up in this country, tho 
it was in France, In 1815, at the 
desire of the Corporation of Edin- 
burgh and of Professor Playfair, he 
undertook to take the place of 
the latter in delivering the leo- 
tures on natural philosophy. In 
the same year he sent again to 
the Royal Society of London s 
paper “On the Polarisation of 
Light by Reflection,” and the 
society elected him a Fellow and 
voted him their Copley medal for 
is discoveries and researches. In 
1816 he received from the French 
Institute half of the prize of 3000f, 
awarded for the two most im- 
rtant discoveries made in Europe 
in physical science during the two 
years preceding.

In 1859 he was unanimously elected Principal of the University 
of Edinburgh, and after having been Secretary of the Royal Society 
of Edinburgh and Vice-President for many years he was elected its 
President in 1864. Sir David Brewster was the author of several 
popular books, “ Natural Magic,” “The Martyrs of Science,” and 
“More Worlds than One, the Creed of the een ay and the Ho 
of the Christian,” which was a reply to Dr. Whewell’s eseay on “ 
Plurality of Worlds.” He was twice married—in 1810 to Juliet, 
the younger daughter and coheiress of James Macpherson, of Belle- 
ville, M.P., better known to fame as the “translator” cr author of 
“Ossian.” The first Lady Brewster died in 1850; and in 1857 Sir 
David was again married, to Jane, daughter of Mr. Thomas Purnell, 
of Scarborough, who survives him. 

The funeral of Sir David Brewster took place on ay Gs 
noon, in Melrose Abbey burying- nd. Anterley House, resi- 
dence, where he died, is on the opposite side of the Tweed from Melrose ; 
but the funeral procession had to make a circuit through the village of 
Gattonside, across Tweed Bridge—about a mile in the direction of 
Abbotsford—and return thence through the village’of Darnick to 
Melrose, The hearse was drawn by four horses, On arriving at 
Melrose the procession was joined by many of the town and ony 
people, the members of the Senatus of the University of Edinburg 
and of the University —— deputations from the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh and from the Galashiels Mechanics’ Institution; but 
there was no parade or display.

Seymour, Q.C., with an address for presentation to the Queen, 
expressing their detestation of the Fenian conspiracy, is the subject 
of one of our [lustrations.

The address 
having been presented, and Mr. Flynn having testified from personal 
knowledge to the ey of the Irish labourers in the east of 
London, Mr, Hardy briefly replied, thanking Mr. Digby Seymour 
and all the loyal Irishmen, and promising that the ad should 
be presented to her Majesty as early as possible. The deputation 
then withdrew. 

Mr. Seymour received a communication from the Home Secretary 
on Saturday informing him that her Majesty had been most 
graciously pleased to receive the address.

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“THE CAVALIER,” 

THE drawing, by Meissonier, we have engraved is, like many of the 
French artist's works, slender of “subject,” and merits attention 
chiefly on account of its workmanship. It is not very particularly 
interesting or suggestive to be shown the single figure of a cavalier 
of tke seventeenth century, booted and spurred, returned (we may 
suppose) from some journey, standing mocdily warming his toes at 
the fire-d in some old hall of an ancient chateau, But such art 
as Meisconier’s is almost independent of subject ; and this example 
of it is not the less interesting because shown in the comparatively 
unfamiliar medium of water colours, The painter’s exquisite pre- 
cision and wonderful force and finish are certainly seen to greater 
perfection in his completed oil pictures; but here, with much of 
these qualities, we have also a mastery of the means of water- 
colour painting which many of us would hardly credit to 
a foreign painter. Moreover, the method employed is that 
which not a few consider the only legitimate one in 
water colours, the pigments being for the most part used 
transparently without loading of body colour. The truth is, how- 
ever, that foreign aqguarellists do not work in body-colour so exclu- 
sively as some pretend, Gerome, Rosa Bonheur, Gallait, Meissonier, 
Hildebrandt, and a dozen more that might be named, as well as 
Messrs. Carl Haag, Carl Werner, and other a artists settled 
amongst us, use ao far more sparingly than British 
painters in general. in foreign drawings we see the dash- 
ing freshness so much admured by the amateur in the works of our 
most brilliant sketchers, the difference arises not, assuredly, so much 
from lack of knowledge and power in the average foreign painter as 
from cifference of aim, Whatever the medium, the f 
at astandard of thoroughness and completeness that is, it must be said, 
commonly higher than our own. would, for example, often 
strive to render two or three gradations where an English painter 
might be content to make one thin and clear, but flat and com-

Aw event has just occurred which is worth recording in the annals 
of music. On Saturday, Feb. 15, 1868, a new opera, entitled “Un 
Premier Jour de Bonheur,” composed by Daniel Frangois Auber, was 
performed for the first time at the Opéra Comique, in Paris; the 
composer being then in the eighty-fifth year of his age. Such is the 
fact. The opera was not only performed, but performed in the pre- 
sence of the illustrious musician himself, who sat on ‘he stage, sur- 
rounded by a host of friends, and enjoying one of the most brilliant 
ovations ever bestowed upor an artist. t is more, it appears 
from the concurrent voices of the Parisian public and press that this 
latest effort of this marvellous octogenarian betrays none of the 
infirmities of old age, but is, on the contrary, one of the most bril- 
liant achievements of the most brilliant compcser of the present 
century.

There are works by the veteran 
oil-painter and by the youthful student in water colours; there are 
slight and preliminary performances and careful final productions. 
Yet all this variety subsists in general within a limited range of art, 
and here some of the many influences which tend to perpetuate the 
low rank of British com to Continental art are plainly dis- 
cernible, Extensive cultivation of a branch of art which demands 
no severe artistic education ; practice with a slight and easy material 
which lends itself with peculiar facility to landscape effects ; rapid 
manufacture of picturesque bits adapted to gratify the national love 
of nature; to supply cheap decorations for the suburban villa, and 
draw forth delighted eulogiums from ama‘eur critics ;—these are a 
few of causes which account for the popularit of water-colour 
painting and the commonplace aims of so many of its practitioners. 
As a natural consequence, undue importance is attached to mere 
mechanical skill. e drawing must exhibit a certain degree of 
cleverness, or it would not sell. If it were requisite to ify every 
instance of mere manipulative ability, this notice would possess an 
intolerably lengthy sameness; but, if it were only necessary to 
comment on examples of superior artistic style, or evidences of much 
thought and imagination, reviewer's task would be light indeed. 
Let us try, then, to take a happy middle course. 

But first we would commend, as occupying a middle ground 
between figures and landscape, two or three animal pieces.

In our recent notice of the statues placed, on account of their 
colossal dimensions, in Westminster Hall, instead of in the Royal 
Gallery, as at first intended, we naturally inferred that the remon- 
strances made by Mr. E. M. Barry and others to the last Chief Com- 
missioner against their being retained in the Royal Gallery were 
unavailing. Mr. Barry has, however, written to inform us that this 
inference was incorrect. The statues were, as we have said, 
originally ordered in accordance with the scheme laid down by the 
Fine Arts Commission, and the Chief Commissioner was so far not 
responsible, And in regard to the proposition for their removal, Mr. 
Barry writes :—‘ As soon as the matter was fully laid before Mr. 
Cowper by me, he at once entertained the question, and directed me 
to report fully upon it. This I did just before the change of 
Ministry, and I have reason to believe that he had determined to 
adopt my suggestion before quitting office. His successor, Lord John 
Manners, has since carried it out officially, as I believe Mr. Cowper 
would have done had he continued in power.” 

A series of photographic views of places in London, by Mr. 
William Strudwick, deserve a word of praise, on account of their 
artistic treatment.

THE ELECTRIC TELEGRAPH. 
Wirt reference to the short memoir of Sir Charles Wheatstone 
which accompanied his Portrait in our Paper of tbe 8th inst., we 
have received a letter from the Rev. T. F. ke, of Bath, on the 
claims of his brother, Mr. William Fothergill Cooke, to the merit 
of inventing the electric telegraph. He admits “the genera! fair- 
ness”’ of our statement, but he desires to correct one or two verbal 
inaccuracies, such as the omission of the particle “ and,” or the sub- 
stitution of a comma for a semicolon, in our quotation from the 
award made by Sir Isambard Brunel and Professor Daniell. The 
, which was transcribed at secondhand, from that document, 
should run as follows :—“ While Mr. Cooke is entitled to stand alone, 
as the gentleman to whom this country is indebted for having prac- 
tically introduced and carried out the electric telegraph as a useful 
undertaking, promising to be a work of national importance; and 
Professor Wheatstone is acknow! as the scientific man whose 
profound and successful researches already prepared the public 
to receive it as a project capable of practical application; it 
is to the united labours of two gentlemen so well quali- 
fied for mutual assistance that we must attribute the rapid 
progress which this important invention has made daring the five 
years since they have been associated.” Our correspondent also 
wishes it to be mentioned, as stated in the arbitrators’ report, that 
po myn mere deed of 1837 “ vested in Mr, Cooke, as the originator 
of un ing, the exclusive management of the invention, in 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the colonies, with the exclusive engineer- 
ing ent, as between themselves, and all the benefits arising 
from laying down of lines and the manufacture of the instru- 
ments. As partners standing on a perfect equality, Messrs. Cook 
and Wheatstone were to divide equally all preceeds arising from the 
ting of licenses or the sale of the patent rights ; a percentage 
g first payable to Mr. Cookeas manager. Professor Wheatstone 
retained an equal voice with Mr. Cooke in selecting and modifyin; 
the forms of the telegraphic instruments, and both parties plalged 
themselves to impart to each other, for their equal and mutual 
benefit, all improvements, of whatever kind,” It seems that Mr.

THE NEW IRONCLAD, HERCULES, 


THe new iron-clad ship Hercules, built from the designs of 
Mr. E. J. Reed, Chief Constructor of the Navy, was floated out of 
dock at Chatham, on Monday w in the presence of the Right 
Hon. Mr, Corry, First Lord of the Admiralty ; the Naval Lords ; the 
Secretary, Lord Henry Lennox ; the Duke of Sutherland, Mr. James 
Stansfela, M.P., and a numerous party of ladies and gentlemen. 
The ceremony of “christening” the ship had first been performed 


by Miss Corry. The Hercules is an entirely iron-built armour-clad 
frigate, 825 ft. long between the diculars, 59 ft. in extreme 
breadth, and, when fully equipped forsea, will have a mean draught 


of water of 24ft.6in. Her is 5226 tons b.o,m. The first 
plate of her keel was laid on June 21, 1866, and 60 tons of iron per 
week have been worked into the ship. Her ram-bow does not pro- 
trade proportionately so far as in former examples; it is a solid 
forging, made at the yard, upwards of 5 tons in weight. The extire

baronial residence, the family seat of the Earls of 
Cawdor, is tly situated amidst woods and water, at the baseof 
a far- ing range of hills. in the county of Nairn. It is about 
five miles distant from the town of Nairn, and twelve from Inver- 
ness, the capital of the Highlands. If approached from the latter 
place the traveller will over the battle-field of Oulloden, at a 
point where the contest between Prince Charles Edward, the last of 
the Stuarts, and the Duke of Cumberland was hottest, The field is 
now nearly all under cultivation ; but the graves of the dead are 
still respected, and are easily recognised among the surrounding 
heather by the bright colour of the sod which marks the spot 
where they were laid. One large pit received the Frasers, and 
another was dug for the Mackintoshes ; but there was little respect 
of persons as the slain were huddled into their last resting-place. 
Not far from the battle-field, on the other side of the 
River Nairn, which flows hard by, are the remains of one 
of the most extensive Druidical temples in the kingdom. 
Ten or twelve years ago, three circles of large “ standing stones,” 
each inclosing a cairn or tumulus of small stones, from twenty to 
thirty yards in diameter, were in very perfect preservation, besides 
many lesser circles; but they have been greatly injured since that 
time by the removal of stones for inclosing land and making drains. 
A few miles nearer Cawdor is the fine old chateau of Kilravock, the 
residence of a family that for many centuries figures in the marriage 
records of nearl 1 the principal houses in the north, Military 
distinction has fallen upon the living representative of a branch of 
the family, Sir Hugh , now Lord Strathnairn, who takes his 
title from the strath or valley of the river Nairn, which flows beneath 
the castle of Kilravock. ary Queen of Scots stayed here on her 
return from Inverness, in 1562, Prince Charles Edward Stuart dined 
with the Laird of Kilravock two days before the battle of Culloden. 
The great and good President Forbes here wooed and won his wife ; 
and a rocky bank, covered with moss and lichen, is pointed out as 
the trysting-place of the President and the fair Mary Rose of 
Kilravock, The poet Burns visited it in 1787, and one of the trees 
which he admired is still called “ Burns's oak.” 

Cawdor Castle, of which we present a few sketches this week, 
stands on the verge of a fine grassy plateau, which terminates 
abruptly in a steep rocky descent to the of the burn or stream 
of Cawdor. It is a bold, castellated mansion of the fifteenth cen- 
tary, to which additions have been made from time to time. We 
still enter by the ancient drawbridge, within which isan open paved 
court, roomy enough to accommodate a strong body of defenders ; 
and if they were driven to retreat, there are loopholes in the massive 
tower behind from which to harass the enemy and protect the 
entrance. The walls are nine feet thick, built of the stone on which 
the castle stands. The access to the dwelling-rooms is by a narrow 
winding staircase, a by an iron door, which still grates 
gloomily and heavily on its hinges, Above are three well-sized 
rooms; and a fourth, the kitchen of the early days of the 
castle, when it consisted of the tower only, is at the top, 
forming a sort of attic, or cap-house, as it is sometimes called, 
having a large fireplace. n the lower rooms are recesses, 
scooped out of the enormous walls, which probably served as 
ay Cee Beneath the tower is the “donjon-keep,” in 
which there is still visible a curious relic that attests the truth 
of an old tradition as to the selection of a site for the castle. 
The story runs thus:—One of the Thanes of Cawdor, having 
resolved to build a new stronghold, consulted a seer or wizard 
on the subject ; he was told to load an ass with coffers full of

The other three 
hawthorn-trees associated with the tradition have been objects 
of solicitude to every succeeding generation of the family, 
their history is therefore not without interest. The King’s 
license to build the new tower is dated 1454; it may be pre- 
sumed that the four hawthorns were then of some age and

This tradition, fabricated by an old housekeeper, wag 
long a source of interest ; but in 1815 a fire broke out, owing to the 
jackdaws building in one of the chimneys communicating with the 
kitchen, and the famous bed was destroyed (see “ Highland Note- 
book,” by R. Carruthers), 

The environs of the castle are of rare beauty. The approach 
is graced by many noble oaks and elms, which so far back as 
1778 extorted admiration even from Dr. Johnson. The park 
commands a splendid view looking to the north. A wide expanse 
of rich land, yielding as fine wheat as almost any part of 
England, stretches to the shores of the Moray Firth, beyond 
which, se ted only by the bright blue line of water, rise the 
loftiest hills of Ross-shire and Sutherland. It is, however, behind 
the castle and hillwards that the scenery of Cawdor obtains its 
truly distinctive character. There a wild Highland burn rushes 
over a rough, rocky bed, forming endless cascades and deep 
swirling ls, of transparent amber colour, Birch-trees and 
hazel-bushes spring from every crevice in the rocks, hanging in 
foro masses over the stream, their roots imbedded in moss and 
brightened with vivid patches of the green shamrock or the softer 
primrose, One may wander for miles and miles along the banks 
of the river and its tributaries through scenery of this kind, 
Here and there a more open glade presents itself, where the trees 
are of larger growth and more varied character; and views have 
been opened up from some points of vantage, showing the 
champaign country beneath, and the old castle keeping watch and 
ward on its rocky site at the point where the mountain district 
ends and the lowlands begin. ‘ourteen miles of footpaths and six 
miles of carriage-drives have been made through the woods of 
Cawdor, and bridges have been thrown across the stream at the 
most picturesque points. The walks are freely open to the 

ublic; and many a happy picnic is yearly celebrated in the 

lawdor grounds, Lar ditions to the planting have been 
made of late years, chiefly of Scotch fir,larch,andoak. In favour- 
able localities these are interspersed with Spanish chestnut, ash, elm, 
and beech, and latterly with many varieties of pine. The planta- 
tions have proved profitable as well as ornamental, We are informed 
that a piece of land, about 530 acres in extent, planted at the begin- 
ning of this century, when the soil was not worth sixpence an acre 
for any other p yielded between that time and 1859, when it 
was cut down, £19,610, which, calculated roundly and counting the 
thinnings as a set-off against the first outlay and interest, repre- 
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sents a rental of about I4s. or 15s, an acre yearly—not a bad return 
for rocky land so far north. 

The family of Cawdor—or Calder, as it used to be, and still often 
is, called—is of great antiquity. In the female line it Fes back 
beyond that “ most worth ane of Cawdor”’ familiar to the readers 
of “Macbeth.” The ruthless race of antiquaries have, it is trae, 
disturbed some of the traditions connected with the title; but there 
is documentary evidence of the existence of a Thane of Cawdor in 
1295, one Donald, who in that year is called on as “one of the good 
and faithful men of the country” to give oath as to a valuation of 
his neighbour Kilravoch. Some years ago the charter-room of the 
castle was carefully examined, and from it were obtained the 
materials for the volume “ The Thanes of ee by 
the late Earl of Cawdor to the Spalding Club, It es clear the 
history of the family from Thane Donald downwards; and it 
appears that the direct male line ended in Thane John, who died in 
1494. He left a posthumous child, a daughter, named Muriel, by his 
wife, Isabel Rose of Kilravock, Her ag forms a _ 2 episode 
in the domestic annals of the country. Old Kilravock, the grand- 
father of Muriel, intended that this heiress should marry her first 
cousin, his grandson. But the worthy man got into trouble by 
joining the chief of the Clan Mackintosh in a raid, or feo 
on the lands of Urquhart, of Cromarty. The Earl of Argy 
was Justice-General of Scotland at the time, and he helped 
Kilravock to get out of the scrape, on condition of obtaining the 
wardship of Muriel Calder. In 1499 the Earl sent his clansman, 
Campbell of Inverliver, with < gin to receive the child, on 
pretence of sending her to school, e Lady Kilravock, her grand- 
mother, feared that Muriel might be changed for some other child 
in her absence, and seared her hip with the mark of her coffer key, 
and with this stamp of identification she was given to the Campbells. 
Two uncles, however, brothers of the late were not content 
to put up with this transfer of their niece to the tender mercies of 
Argyll, and followed the Campbells with a superior force, 
Inverliver sent off the child with an escort of six men, faced about 
to meet the Calders, and, to deceive them, a sheaf of corn, dressed in 
some of Muriel's clothes, was kept by one in the rear. The conflict 
was sharp; six of Inverliver’s sons were killed, but it was continued 
until the child was out of reach, when the Campbells retreated, leaving 
the sheaf of corn to the Calders. Itis said that in the heat of the 
skirmish, Inverliver exclaimed in Gaelic, ‘‘’Tis a farcry to Loch Awe, 
and a distant help to the Campbells "—now a proverb signifying 
“Imminent danger and distant relief.” 

Muriel was married, in 1510, to Sir John Campbell, third son of 
Argyll, who wy commenced adding to the castle and 
carving the quarterings of the Campbells over the doorways. Thus 
the old family name of Calder or Cawdorcame to be lost. Other old 
names—those of only children, heiresses—in Wales shared a like 
fate at the hands of Sir John’s successors. Stackpole Court, the 
lands of Gogirthen, and others, in Wales came into their possession 
by ma and in course of time there was added one more to 
the list of clansmen of the name of Campbell, counting the Duke of 
Argyll as their hereditary chief, who now rank among the peers of 
the realm. The peerage of Cawdor dates from 1796, the earldom 
from 1827. The eldest son of the present Lord Cawdor came of age 
on Feb. 13, and nowhere was the event celebrated with ter 
enthusiasm than within sight of the Hawthorn Trees of Cawdor.

In con- 
clusion, Professor Tyndall explained Volta’s erroneous theory, that 
the electricity in his bat is due to the contact of two dissimilar 
metals ; and stated that, after long controversy, the question had 
been settled by Faraday’s final demonstration, in 1840, that voltaic 
electricity is derived from chemical action.
